
Just after the Civil War, Commander-in- 
chief John A. Logan of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, issued a general order designating 
the 30th of May “for the purpose of strewing 
with flowers or otherwise decorating the 
graves of comrades who died in defense of 
their country during the late rebellion.” 
Logan did this “with the hope that it be kept 
up from year to year.” 

Commander Logan’s wish has been fulfill¬ 
ed. On Monday - more than a hundred years 
since that first observance of Memorial Day - 
in a little graveyard, nestled in New England 
hills, almost forgotten but still there; on the 
vast plains and lonely prairies of the West; in 
the national cemetery at Arlington and in the 
shadow of long-needle Southern pines - the 
graves of those who have upheld our nation in 
war will be decorated. 

Memorial Day, 1974, is indeed a time to 
remember. A time to remember the silent 
figures of another day - men and women who 
came so many years ago and lived their lives 
and dreamed their dreams and brought life 
and fought to make that life free forever. 

Memorial Day is tears and triumph. 
Triumph in the splendid courage of Robert E. 
Lee, who led a gallant people in a cause that 
was destined to be lost because a nation’s life 
depended on its failure. Tears for the 
bereaved figure of Lincoln as he prayed to 
God for unity; for the women who died in 
their hearts and kept on living with eyes that 


no longer saw, after word came from the 
Argonne in 1918. 

Triumph in the memory of Teddy Roosevelt 
and his Rough Riders, of Paul Jones and 
Admiral Dewey; of Pershing and his 
doughboys ... he led them “over there”. 
Tears for a peaceful Sunday morning 
destroyed in Pearl Harbor by an enemy 
seeking our destruction; for the heartbreak of 
Corregidor and Bataan. 

Memorial Day is the peace that abides in 
the gentle hills and green valleys of Arlington . 
Arlington where white headstones roll away in 
measured precision marking the final resting 
place of those who have fought the good fight 
and have come home to rest.. . those who for 
a time carried the torch of history in their own 
way. Arlington . . . where the most honored is 
the least known: “Here rests in honored glory 
an American soldier known but to God.” The 
heart of Arlington ... the Tomb of the Un¬ 
known Soldier. Little is known about him. 
Only that some woman loved him and sat in 
darkness for a while . . . until time had healed 
her grief. And, now, today, others have joined 
him. 

Arlington - where the magnolias nod to the 
flowering pink and white dogwood on a day in 
May. Where a vital, young President sleeps 
under the slope of the Eternal Flame . . . and 
the brother rests not far away. Arlington - 
where there is a small copse marked with 
name of Robert Todd Lincoln, the only son of 
this martyred President to survive childhood. 


And Taft, and Dulles, and Marshall. Walter 
Reed, who made his own war on disease, rests 
here also. Jane Delano from the Army Nurse 
Corps . . . Maggie Higgins, a war 

correspondent and the beloved Paderewski, a 
Polish patriot and musician waiting to go 
home when Poland was free. 

Arlington - where 19 men guard their 
peace. One is always there. Pacing ... 21 
paces south, left face, 21 seconds, left face, left 
shoulder arms, 21 paces north, right face, 21 
seconds, right face, right shoulder arms; 21 
paces . . . every day, every minute, eyes 
straight ahead, shoes spit-shined, rifles 
rattling through the manual of arms. The 
constant guard . . . the guard that changes 
every half hour in a ceremony as simple and 
touching as the inscription on the Tomb. 

Thousands and thousands of graves ... that 
stretch across the 430 acres. Arlington: times 
to remember. 

On this Memorial Day, 1974, as flags fly at 
half mast... as crowds gather along streets to 
watch parades go by ... as bands play and 
children hold tiny hands in salute . . . and 
bugles sound taps throughout the land. 

Perhaps our greatest triumph is our 
freedom - the gift of God to the dignity of 
human brotherhood throughout the world; in 
the knowledge that no matter what the cost, 
freedom is always cheap .'. . . . 

Memorial Day - a time to remember not 
war, but service, duty, courage and honor.

William D. Garvey, a 49-year 
old retired lieutenant of the 
Massachusetts State Police, has 
announced that lie is seeking 
the Democratic nomination for 
the office of Hampden County 
sheriff. 

The post Garvey is seeking is 
presently held by John G. 
Curley. 

In order to run for sheriff 
the candidate said he has 
resigned his position in the 
Massachusetts State Police. He 
has served for that force for 24 
years. 

“I plan to conduct a 
vigorous, positive campaign, 
based on my qualifications and 
devoid of personalities. It will 
be a low cost campaign, 
supported by small contri¬ 
butions and with commitment 
to no one,” Garvey said when 
making the announcement. 

The candidate, a resident of 
Springfield, said, ‘‘During my 
career in police work, I have 
been entrusted with many posts 
of command and heavy re¬ 
sponsibility, including the 


command of a riot platoon and 
the training of troops in riot 
prevention and suppression.” 
He also said that he has had 
advanced study in police 
management and planning. 

Presently an instructor in 
criminal justice at Springfield 
Technical Community College, 
Garvey said, ‘‘These Qualif¬ 
ication, I submit, provide me 
with a very specialized pre¬ 
paredness to take full charge of 
the Hampden County Jail and 
House of Correction, and to run 
it efficiently and effectively, 
with safety to the public and 
with firmness and fairness to 
those who may be remanded to 
my custody.” 

Garvey was born in Spring- 
field, son of the late Daniel and 
Bridget (Ashe) Garvey. He has 
five brothers and a sister. Two 
brothers, Daniel and Edward 
are Springfield Firefighters, 
his brother John is a counselor 
at Meriden, Conn., Training 
School. Another, James, is a 
lieutenant commander in the

First of a Series 
It was in 1958 when the then 
‘‘high-rise dump,” located 
where tl" clubhouse of St 
Ann’s go)' course now stands, 
was brought to the attention of 
the Agawam residents. The 
town trucks went to the top of 
the ’’miniature sugar loaf hill” 
and dumped down the side of 
the hill which left the whole hill 
exposed with rubbish, garbage, 
and rats. The present owners 
took court action to get the 
exposed rubble covered and 


fenced in. As I recall, it took a 
great deal of doing at a town 
meeting to get the money to 
operate the dump until the 
town made other provisions. 

The town meeting floor 
battle was the catalyst that 
finally moved Agawam to take 
action on the town’s need for a 
permanent disposal area. 

The following town meeting 
saw an article in the warrant to 
’’appoint a committee of five to 
be known as the dump com¬ 
mittee.” The town “dump" in 
Agawam became a live, roaring 


issue some 14-15 years ago. 

The rubbish disposal issue 
from that time on raised so 
much havoc that it had friends 
antagonizing friends, pitted 
neighbor against neighbor, and 
developed into a terrific battle 
from precinct to precinct and 
area to area. No one wanted the 
dump near them. 

The townspeople were 
adamant in their letting all 
know, through the town 
meetings, and by the crowds at 
the dump committee meetings, 
what they did not want. This 
battle went on for some five 
years, with many dump com¬ 
mittee members being replaced 
because of resigning members. 
They were in many tough spots 
and had to put up with a great 
deal of verbal abuse. 

The Board of Selectmen was 
on the hot seat; also the Board 
of Health. 

I recall making on-site in-

This week the House passed a bill that would 
exempt private developments and other 
projects from having complete reports filed on 
the impact of the project on the environment. 

The bill limits reports to what is called 
“subject matter jurisdiction,” a system in 
which a private project needs an impact report 
from the state agency that must grant 
permission for the project, but that report need 
only deal with the specific subject matter that is 
the concern of that agency. 

For example, constructing a new traffic 
pattern around a new private development 
would require a report by the Department of 
Public Works. But the report would only have 
to cover traffic. The effect on air pollution, or 
open space, or wetlands would not be covered. 

Reaction to Charge 

The bill is a reaction to the charge that the 
Environmental Policy Act inhibits develop¬ 
ment, but the question is one of uncontrolled 
development as opposed to planning. 

An amendment was offered, suggested by the 
Secretary of Environmental Affairs that would 
eliminate subject matter jurisdiction and 
substitute a differentation between major and 
minor projects, but it was defeated. This 
approach would have exempted small projects 
from the troublesome paperwork, and required 
full reports on those big projects that could 
have a really wrenching effect on the 
environment. The subject matter jurisdiction 
approach is the worst of both worlds, hassling 
developers without providing any real measure 
of environmental protection. 

Indications are that a Governor’s veto of the 
measure would be sustained, but a curious 
reversal by the Secretary of Environmental 


Affairs, who now says he would accept the bill 
as written, puzzles us. 

Costs to Cities and Towns 

For the fourth year in a row a Republican 
constitutional amendment protecting local tax 
rates from being increased by costly state 
mandated programs has been killed. The 
legislature can now pass, by a simple majority, 
programs, like fire and police chiefs pay raises, 
Chapter 766, binding arbitration, new court 
clerk positions and other items which have to 
be payed for locally by property taxpayers. The 
amendment would make it harder by requiring 
a 2/3 vote by both houses on such issues unless 
localities agreed to accept the increased costs or 
the costs were to be borne by the State. 

We have always gotten unanimous support 
on this issue from local selectmen and mayors. 

This week the Speaker of the House called for 
a partisan defeat of the amendment, and it was 
defeated by a roll call along party lines. If he 
wants to make it a partisan issue because he 
doesn’t want the legislature to give up one iota 
of its power, fine. I believe it is incumbent on 
legislators to give cities and towns more power 
to control their tax rates. I want to lift some of 
the disproportionate burden from the property 
taxpayers. 

Budget Reform 

A coalition of citizens groups designated 
May 8 th as budget reform day. They are 
supporting several bills whose concepts I 
support, and some of which I co-filed, to open 
up the budgeting process. We can only stop 
waste in state spending when we make more 
information about how to spend our money 
available to all the members of the legislature, 
not just a few, and to the public.

That this society consists solely 
of rabbits is a detail a reviewer 
hesitates to divulge, in case 
some prospective readers reject 
it immediately as a juvenile 
subject. 

Until now, you may have 
thought that your interest in 
cottontails ended when you 
outgrew Beatrix Potter stories. 

Come to think of it, if you do 
remember agonizing over Peter 
Rabbit’s predicaments, you 
might have the beginning of an 
idea of the excitement this book 
holds in store. It is definitely 
not a sentimental little story 
about the joys of nature and 
rabbithood. It is a novel that 
deals with the struggle for 
survival; it abounds with ad¬ 
venture and suspense; and it 
has a cast of characters that 
become more poignantly unfor¬ 
gettable with each new chapter.

His big turn around came when assistant track Coach Gus 
Young put him into sprinting and high hurdling events instead 
of distance. As the season comes to a close Shea easily rates as 
one of the biggest surprises in Agawam track this year. Dan has 
responded with three firsts and few seconds in the high hurdles 
which ranks him near the top of all high hurdlers in the league. 
Dan also runs the anchor leg on the Brownies fine 880 relay 
team. His leg incidentally is usually the fastest of the four. “I 
like the shorter races,” Shea said. “They’re a lot more fun.” 

“Probably the most punishing race on your knees is the high 
hurdles, especially the way I run them,” Dan said. “It becomes 
a ‘contact sport’,” he added. What Dan means by ‘contact 
sport’ is that he occassionally knocks a few hurdles out of his 
way enroute to the finish line.

Dan thinks his greatest moment in track came in East 
Longmeadow when he placed first in the high hurdles to ignite 
a full scale Agawam comeback. “It was a fantastic feeling to get 
a first,” Dan said. Shea stated he has enjoyed track immensely, 
especially this season as the squad had a fine year. “Its a good 
group of kids who have a lot of team spirit We have a lot of 
depth from all the new faces that came out this year,” he said. 
“Even the old faces have performed better than expected,” he 
added. 

When Dan puts his hurdles away he enjoys coin collecting, 
and is considered somewhat of an intellectual. He is a member 
of the National Honor Society because of his outstanding 
academic achievements. His social life evolves around his VW 
"Bomb”, which a( times becomes a cab service. “Well at least 
I’m a presidential chauffeur,” Dan said. His sidekick, Hal 
Stuart, is senior class president. Dan also is also well known for 
his “social gatherings” held at his house which is called 
"Nappy’s Place”. 

Originally from Holyoke, Dan has lived in this community 
for three years now. “Agawam is a lot better than Holyoke,”
